FIRES TORPEDO 
BY AIR WAVES 


Inventor Gardiner Also Starts, 
Stops and Steers Missile 
by Marconi System. 


TEST OF THE INVENTION © 
PROVES VERY SUCCESSFUL 


Commander Clover, of the United 
States Navy, Witnessed Test 
and Describes How the Tor- 
pedo Answered to the 
Etheric Currents. 


New York, December 11.—Commander 
Richardson Clover, United States navy, 
attache of the United States embassy 
at Londcn, who with his family arrived 
here on the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Groose Irst night to spend the holidays, 
will report to the government on an ex- 
hibition of a working mode! of a torpedo 
cperated by .he Marconi system of wire- 
leas eleotrical transmission before he re- 
turns to his post on December 28. The 
inventor is a man named Gardiner. By 
means of the application of his idea, 
Commander Clover gaid the inventor be- 
lieved that he could start, stop, start 
again, steer and fire a torpedo from a 
switch board on ship or on shore by the 
Marconi wirelees system in conjunction 
with his device, which is the apparatus 
on the torpedo. 

In an exhibition of a working model in 
the inventor's room in London Com- 
mander Clover said that the inventor did 
everything that he had said he could 
do. He showed that he could start and 
stop. the propeller and turn the rudder 
in either direction at will, as well as 
ring the bell, which represented the explo- 
sion of the torpedo. The Vaccarus and 
the Armstrong systems, the commander 
said could do only one thing, and then 
became powerless. The differentiations in 
the Gardiner torpedo were jJetermined by 
the length of the wave. One length of 
wave started the motor of the torpedo, 
another stopped it, a third pulled the rud- 
der to one side, a fourth to the other and 
the fifth exploded it. 

A defect in the mechanism appeared to 
be that there was no position which 
could be given to the rudder when it 
moved from its normal position except 
hard apert or hard to starboard, as the 
case might be. The torpedo could only 
be partly submerged A mast equipped 
with a wire tto receive the wave must be 
used on it. This, of course, migttt serve 
as a warning to an enemy.

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SENATOR BACON 
OPPOSES TREATY 
TO BUILD CANAL 


NO STRAGGLING . 


Georgian Contends That United 
States Will Be Restricted 
in Time of Wa, 


FREE HAND HOT GIVE 
10. THE UNITED STATE 


Many of Objections.to Old Treaty 
Hold Against Present Conven- 
tion—Bacon Will Not Fight 
Ratification—Cullom 
Speaks for Treaty. 


Washington, December 11.—For twenty 
minutes today the senate was occupied 
with routine business and then went into 
executive session to consider the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. 

Two speeches on the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty were made in the executive ses- 
sion—one by Senetor Bacon, in opposition 
to the treaty, and the other by Senator 
Cullom, the prospective chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, in sup- 


port of it. 

Mr. Bacon replied to the speeech made 
vesterday by Senator Lodge.in presenting 
the report of the committee on foreign re- 
lations to the senate. He summed up 
his objections in the statement that he 
could not freely accept any treaty which 
does not place the isthmian canal entire- 
ly under American auspices and Ameri: 
can control. This, he said, the pending 
treaty does not do, no: does it do any- 
thing Mke it. It did not, by leng odds, 
accomplish what had been accomplished 
by the senate amendment to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty that had been under 
consideration at the last session of con- 
gress. That amendment had, he said, ab- 
rogated the objectionable provisions of 
the treaty as negotiated, and it did not 
matter what previsions there were in 
the agreement so long as the United 
States were authorized, as they were by 
the principal Davis amendment. to secure 
the safety and maintenance of the canal 
by their own force. ’ 

Too Many Restrictions. 

That amendmen: had given this coun- 
try a free hard to do what was neces- 
sary for the protection and defense of 


the capal, whereas the present treaty 
carries all the re:trictiorzs which weré 
originally containct in the old treaty, ' 
leaving out the modifications of the Da- 
vis amendment. Referring to the treaty 
he pointed out that it reproduces the 
restrictions oz the old Suez canal treaty 
which hod been incorporated in the orig- 
inal convention. 

He charged that these restrictions had 
becn copiei almcst verbatim from the 
old tfeaty, the only material change be- 


ing in the omission of the words, “‘in 
time of war «s in time ef peace,’ from 
rule 1 of the Suez canal agreement. This 


omission did not, however, in his opin- 
ion, change the character of the agree- 
ment, as ‘there was no limitation as to 
time or country, preverting the -United 


States from controlling the canal in case 


of hostility with any other power, 
“The only reply,’ he said, ‘‘which the 
advocates oi the treaty make to cric- 
cisms is that the canal would be under 
the full control of the United States in 
time of war, but this is no more true now 
than under the old treaty and it is a 
strange thing that all the provisions re- 
fer to the control of the canal in war, 
notwithstanding it is contended here that 
in that contingency the removaljof this 
pnase places the ceénal under our abso- 


lute «ontrol.’’ 
The War Restrictions. 
He said the war restrictions of the 


treaty were entirely inconsistent with the 
claims of Senator Ledg? that this coun- 
try should say who should use the canal 
and who should not in case of hostili- 
ties. He contended that the only power 
given to th2 United States which was 
not given to Great Britain was found in 
the last sentence of regulition 2 provid- 
ing that ‘‘the United States shall be at 
liberty to meintain such military polic> 
along the canal 4s may be necessary 
to protect it against lawlessness and dis- 
order,’ but this, he said, was not s:if- 
ficient to make the canal an An.erican jn- 
stitution, and if the Davis amendment 
had becn necesgary to render the original 
treaty acceptable it was equally neces- 
sary in this instance, 

He zonsidered the pending treaty every 
whit as objectionable as the treaty of 
last session. He quoted the fourth arti- 
cle of the pending treaty as follows: 

“It is agreed that no change of territo- 
rial sovereignty or of internaticnal rela- 
tions of the country or countries travers- 
«di by the before mentioned canal shall 
affect the general principle of neutrali- 
zation or the obligation of the high con- 
tracting parties under the present 
treaty.’ 

The effect of this provision, he said, 
wes inevitably to surrender control of 
the canal beit in case tre ownership of 
the soil embraced in it should pass to the 
‘Inited States.. He pointed out that this 
restriction had rot been incorporated in 
the first treaty and said it was entirely 
out of place in the revised agreement. 
Indced, he thought there would be al- 
most as much objection to guaranteeing 
neutrality on land owned by the United 
States on the isthmus of Panima as on 
land held by a canal crossing the penin- 
sula of Florida. 

In conclusion Mr. Bacon announced 
that while ke had no intention ct voting 
for the treaty he wculd Go nothing to ob- 
struct its ratification. 

Cullom Favors Treaty. 

Senator Cullom congratulated the sen- 
ate and the ‘country on the fact that 
there arc two ‘things in connecticn with 
the new treaty uptn which he said prac- 
tically all are agreed, the desirability of 
the supercession of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty and the necessity for the construc- 
tion of an isthmian canal. 

He contended that the new treaty rad- 
ically changes the conditions presented 
by the first Hay-Pauncefote treaty, clear- 
ly relieving -it of the necessity of the 
Davis amendment, because the treaty 
would permit the United States, under 
internaticnal law, to own, Manage and 
defend the canal-in any way tha* it may

choose. In other werd®S, in a war with 
Great Britian or with any other power, 
the treaty would be suspended, under the 
law which governs nations, until the war 
should be construed, when it would be 
revived and again enforced, He dwelt

Senators, in Caucus, Decide 
To Present United Front 
on All Questions, 


REPUBLICANS ARE ASKING 
MORE COMMITTEE PLACES 


They Seek To Reduce the Democratic 
Representation and Increase 
Their Own—The Democrats 
Decide To Resist the 
Attempt. 


Washington, December 11.—The demo- 
cratic senators today held their first cau- 
cus of the present session: Its purpose 
was to consider committee assignments, 
but the cccasion was more than ordina- 
rily significant because of the general 
attendance upon the caucus, All the sen- 
ators elected as democrats, with the ex- 
ception of Senator McLaurin, of South 
Carolina, were present, es were all of the 
senators who were elected as silver repub- 
licans or populists. All the independents 
except Senator Teller, of Colorado, had 
entered the democratic ecaucus held just 
before adjournment last March, but Sen- 
ator Teller then remained away. lie was 
present, however, at today’s conference 
and participated in the proceecings. 

The caucus was called at the instance 
cf Senatcr Jones, of Arkansas, who stated 
that he had thought it possible that the 
new senators might want to make some 
change in the officers of the caucus. 
‘There was, however, a general expres- 
sion of satisfaction with the present offi- 
cials, and Senator Jones was reelected 
unanimously chairman of the caucus, 
The old committee on order of business 
also was reappointed and the one va- 
cancy on that committee was filled by 
the selection of Senator Dubois, of Idaho, 
who was the choice of all the western 
members of the caucus, 

To Present United Front. 

During the proceedings Senator Tillman 
suggested that there should be frequent 
conferences and a continued effort to 
agree upen the main features of all politi- 
cal controversies. There was a quite gen- 
eral response fo this, suggestion, and the 
opinion was fairly unanlmous that the 
party shoukld present a united front, per- 
mitting no more straggling than was ab- 
solutely necessary. , 

Senator Jones presented a statement 
from the republican committee on com- 
mittees outlining its. widhes.as to the com- 
mittee assignments, {rohi which it ap- 
peared that the repuiicans were anxious 
to increase the republican membership 
of several committees and to decrease the 
democratic membership of a few of the 
committees. ‘The most important change 


‘suggested by them was that the republi- 


cans should be allowed to add one mem- 
ber to their side of the committee on 
commerce, while the democra‘s should 
agree to surrender one of the places on 
that committee held by them. The eo-m- 


mittee as now constituted includes ten 
republican members and = seven demo- 
eratic members. It was decided vigor- 


ously to resist this innovation. 
Will Oppose Changes. 

The republicans also expressed a de- 
sire to increase the membership of the 
committees on agriculture and census to 
eleven each, the tw. new members to be 
republicans; to increase the committec 
en claims from thirteen to fourteen, the 
republicans to have eight. members and 
the democrats six, 4S against seven and 


six, respectively, as che committes is now . 


constituted. An increase is also proposed 
in the committee on foreign relations. 
As it at present stands the committee 
numbers eleven members, four of whom 
are democrats. The proposal is to make 
it consist of thirteen members, eight of 
whom shall be republicans and five dem- 
ovrats. A change was also suggestcd in 
the committee on irrigation, which is at 
present compesed of six republicans and 
five demccrats. The change, if adopted, 
would give a membership of eleven, only 
four of whom would be demeccrats. The 
democrats decided to oppose the proposed 
changes in the committees on claims and 
irrigation. 

The republican committee suggested no 
changes in the committees cn appropria- 
tions, finance and judiciary, but indicated 
that they will continuc Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, on the finance committee, thus 
practically adding one to the republican 
representation and taking one frem the 
op; osition ré€presentation. The repubii- 
cars did not indicate any intention to 
take care of Senator Wellington in the 
matter of committees, nor was any sug- 
gestion made in the caucus that the 
democrats should find places for him. 
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most important circumstance to he con- 
sidered, that the new treaty supersedes 
and abrogates the Clayton-Bulwer con- 
venticn of 1850 and for this reason would 
be of untold value to the country. 

He admitted that the new treaty re- 
tains the general principle of neutraliza- 
ticn, but urged that it does not reenact 
or keep alive any .of the provisions of 
the treaty of 180. Neutralization applied 
to all nations alike, but to none of them 
for any longer time than they observe 
the regulations prescribed by the United 
States. 

We Could Close Canal. 


When. they should fail in this obsery- 
ance we could close the canal under the 
terms of the treaty. In short, there was 
no provision in the pending convention 
which would interfere with our right as 
a nation to close up the waterway to any 


belligerent power. 

He contended that the provision in re- 
gard to the policing of the canal applies 
only to its control in times of peace. 
Then, the United States being the owner 
cf the property, under the terms of the 
law, it could control it with either: the 
police or a military power as it might 
choose. 

Senator Cullom held that the provision 
regarding the change of sovereignty 
would make no real Cifference in the.con- 
ditions, as the same rule would apply 
if the sovereignty of the country tra- 
versed by the canal should come to the 
United States. In this connection the 
United States is not seeKing to extend 


its; border, and adding that the chances’ 


were ten to one that this country weuld 
not seek to secure new territory in that 
direction.

Decidedly the most interesting session 
of the council committee of the whole 
was that held yesterday afternoon.

By far the most interesting of these 
were the epeeches of Hugh T. Inman 
and A. B. Warner. : 

The two men formed a striking con- 
trast. Their speeches were as opposite 
ir method of delivery and line of thought 
as might be. One man was a wealthy 
citizen past middle years. The other, a 
young man and an avcewed representative 
of the poorer classes. 

Mr. Inman spoke in the calm, deliberate 
manner of a business man setting forth 
a business proposition. His words were 
unadorned with rhetorical flowers. He 
spoke as a director of a bank would speak 
to his business associates. 

Mr. Warner, who is a member of the 
Henry W. Grady Debating Society, de- 
livered a well-cordev2d and fluent speech. 
He had something to say, and said it 
with the enthusiasm of the moment. The 
manner of deHvering isis opening sentence 
was dramatic. He ccmpelled attention 
from his first word. Few in fhe audience 
knew him. The stenographer had to ask 
his name when he waiked inside the rail. 
All Hstened to him with clcese attention— 
even those who did not agree with what 
he had to say. 

Mr. Inman anpeared before the commit- 
tee to urge that council should not bur-- 
cen the street railways with too great a 
tax. At the same time-he satd that if he 
were a member of council he ‘would not 
accept the proposal made by Mr. Atkin- 
son, 

Mr. Warner had no definite proposition 
to set forth. He snpoke, he said, for the 
common people. He urged that the rich 
be obliged to carry the same burdens 
row imposed upon ihe poor. He was a 
property owner—not a large one, but it 
was only by just legislation that such 
young men as he could expect to become 
rich. 


Mr. Inman was plied with questions 
from both sides... Mr.. Warner was ap- 
plauded. 


Other speakers were J. K. Orr,. presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce; Alder- 
man-elect James G. Woodward, Judge 
George Hillyer, George W. Evans and 
Colonel W. 8. Thomson. J. K. Orr spoke 
of the importance of the committee pay- 
ing attention to the regulation of the

Washington, December 11.—In his ame 
nual report General Chaffce assigned ag 
one of the principal factors in the pro- 
longaticn of the warfare in the Philip- 
pines to terrible vengeance visited on any 
native who is even suspected of friend- 
liness to the American cause. In pass- 
ing upcn the case ot a Filipino recently 
tried by courtmartial far such a crime, 
weneral Chaffee said: 

“As guerrilla ard all other handit 
chiefs have no shadew of lawful author- 
ity to take the lives of the inhabitants 
of these islands, and it is the duty of ths 
United States to protect all in the en- 
joyment of their lives and property, the 
warning, often given, will be repeated 
until ajJl shall heed it, that both the 
chiefs who order and the follewers who» 
obey their orders to dco murder, m 
upon conviction thereof, expect to suffer 
the extreme penalties of the law.” 
Cannibalism Charged To Filipinos. 

Cannibalism has appeared among the 
crimes charged against Filipinos by 
American niilitary courts. According to 
the record of a courtmertial in the de- 
partment of the Viscayas, P. 1, Ray- 
munds Fonte, a native, found his worke. 
ing companion, Liberato Benliro, sleep- 
ing in his (Fonte’s) boat. 

Fonte became enraged and killed the 
slumbering man with a blow of an oar, 
cut off his nose and eals, and, accord- 
ing to his own ccnfession, ccoked and 
ate pat of the body. 

He was sentenced to be, hanged at Cas. 
piz, Panay, on thé Ytth inst. . 

A military commifsion teaded by Major 
Henry 8. Turrill, surgeon, sentenced Juan 
Glivar, a Filipino, to be hanged. Otivar’ 
was the leader of a band of Ladrénes 
which made an attack upon the houge of 
Teodoro Labrador, presidente of Minea, : 
Panay, and captured him, his brother, 
wife, grandmother, godmother, small 
daughter and a policcman. The grand- 
mother, godmother and daughter were 
shot to death in the vicinity ot-.the cap- 
ture; Labrador, his wite and the police- 
man were taken to an isolated spot and 
killed with ‘bolos. The brother made his 
escape. Incidentally Olivar and his Sand 
robbed Labrador of seventy-eight carts, 
800 pesos and other articles. 

Murdered Entire Family. 

A band of Tulisanes armed with bolos, 
rifles and daggers killed eleven members 
of the.Echevarria family at Naro, Mas- 
bate, on August 14, 1900, tor the sole rede 
son that the victims were SpAniards. 
Two members of the band were brought 
to trial and were sentenced to be hang- 
ed, but in view of the fact that the 
more responsible participants in this 
crime already had paid the death penal- 
ty, the sentences were commuted by Gen- 
eral Chaffee to life imprisonment. 

Ygenecio Siaotong, an insurgent leader, | 
operating against the American governi-g 
ment, after having taken the oath of eb ° 
legiance, was sentenced to hang for mur- 
dering a native woman suspected of. 
friendiiness to the United States. 

Filipino Women Want Peace. 

Manila, December 11.—~The Women’s 
Peace League, organized under the lead- 
ership of Senorita Poblete, a Filipino, 
has transmitted letters, with the per- | 
mission of General Chaffee, urging peace 
upon the Insurgent General Malvar and 
other Filipino chiefs. 

The letters remind the Filipino leaders 
in the field that the war has destroyed 
innumerable homes and devastated large 
territories, all of which, while it abund- 
antly proves the tenacity of the insur- 
gents. and their faith in their cause, 
does not remove the fact that the opera- 
tions of American soldiers throughout 
the islands daily demonstrate the reso- 
lution of the peonle of the United States 
to make their sovereignty respécted 
throughout the archipelago. The league 
urges the leaders to make peace to avold 
greater evils.

Mr. Inman replied that that was the 
usual percentage of valuation. 

Mr. Arkwright asked if Mr. inman 
didn't think the mode of reaching the 
valuation by arbitrators a just one. 

“T understand,’ said Mr. Inman, 
the value of franchises was not 
into consideration.”’ 

James Woodward’s Address. 

Mr. Woodward spoke again. He said: 

“The streets are pretty well filled up 
at the present time. There are conduits 
that you can drive a horse and buggy 
through. TheSe streets ought to be 
cleared up. 

“Right hes I want to correct Mr. Ark- 
wright on one point. He contends that 
the Consolidated won't have to pay $50,- 
000 to cross the viaduct. The Rapid 
Transit company would have raised a 
big row if they-had believed this a year 
ago.”’ 

“Now, there’s another thing. These 
several franchises are expiring at vari- 
ous times for the réason that they were 
granted’*at different intervals during, the 
city’s history. You ought to put them 
all on the same basis and make them 
expire at. the same time.”’ 

Mr. Woodward then devoted 
to the electric light situation. 

He said that under section 1788 of the 
city code he thought that the conduits 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany had been forfeited, 

W. S. Thomson Speaks. 

‘““As the thing now stands,’’ said Colo- 
nel W. S. Thomson, the next speaker, 
‘vou have the matter in your hands. [If 
you accept this proposition you close the 
chance for future years. I think you 
ought to adopt some plan by which you 
can place higher taxes as the value of 
the franchises increase.’’ . 

Colonel Thomson took up the subject of 
electric lights and followed the line of 
Mr. Woodward's argument that the 
streets were filled with conduits and 
there was no room for more in the event 
of another company entering ti® field. 

“Now again, to the question of $50,000 
which is given as a gratuity—the way 
they put it—l. am opposed to it. I am 
opposed to gratuities on general princi- 
ples. This consolidation should be allow- 
ed on fair and businesslike terms.’’ 

Colonel Thomson spoke at some length 
on this line. He was frequently inter- 
rupted by the attorneys for Mr. Atkin- 
son. 

Judge George Hillyer spoke at some 
length on the subject of the importance 
of making some definite rate for electric 
_power, along tht line that had been 
suggested by Mr. Orr. He said that the 
two attempts to develop power on the 
Chattahoochee river had failed.

All the offi- 
clals are laymen and its objects are for 
distinctive work. from that ef the hier- 
archy. 

The only question regarding member- 
ship Was that of the admission of wom- 
en. The committee on constitution did 
not report in favor of their admissior, 
but the convention took ft up and after 
a long and animated -diseussion decided 
to admit them. 

The Constitution Adopted. 

The constitution which was adopted to- 
day provides for a working centralized 
power without interfering with the au- 
tonomy of any societies that affiliate 
with it. The basis of representation is 
two delegates from each local society 
and the same ratio carried on up from 
parish to county, and from county to 
state, and from state to national organi- 
zation. In state eonventions there will 
be one delegate for each 1,000 members 
amd one for each fraction of 500 or more. 
While the loeal federations of: the larger 
citics retain their autonomy as well as 
independent , societies, the new constitu- 
tion provides a plan of organization un- 
der county federation directly and indi- 
rectly under state and national federa- 
tions. 

Provision is made for ample resources 
by an intiation fee for societies and a 
per capita tax. No state is to have the 
presidency for mcre than two successive 
years. 

The following sections are given in full: 

“The objects of the American Federa- 
tion of Catholic Societies are the cement- 
ing of the bonds of fraternal union among 
the Catholic laity and Catholic societies 
of the United .Statés; the fostering and 
protectirg of Cathelic interests and 
works of religion, piety, education and 
charity; the study of conditions in our 
social life and the dissemination of the 
truth.”’ 

“Partisan politics shall not be discuss- 
ed in any meetings of this federation or 
o! its subordinate bodies; nor shall this 
bcdy or any of its subordinate bodies in- 


derse any candidate for office.”’ 


Object of Federation. 

At the night session ex-Senator J. J. 
Coyle, chairman of «the committee on 
resolutions, made-a report, in part as 
follows: oN ; 

‘Resolved, That,this organization has 
for its object .thé poread of fraternal 
relatiéns among the various Catholic so- 
cieties throughout tafe UnitedStates,in the 
hope that, through’.the larger experience 
and knowledge acquired, from mutual 
contact, each and all may increase in 
membership,.improve in organization and 
methods 6f administration, and be made 
more effective as instruments for the 
inculeation of practical. Catholic 
and morality, with the consequent sound 
citizenship—thus doing better work than 
ever before for God, for country and for 
truth.”’ 

The second resolution pledged filial de- 
votion and loyalty to the Catholic church 
and to its spiritual head, the pone. recoe- 
nizing. in his encyclicals teachings tena- 
ing to the uplifting of mankind, 

The report continues: 

‘Resolved, That we also pledge to our 
country. that. devotion and atriotism 
which is incumbent upon good citizens. 
As faithful Catholics,. respecting lawful- 
ly established .authority, we desire to 
give expression in an especial manner to 
our condemnation,.of the dastardly act 
by which the life of the chief executive 
of the nation, President William McKin- 
ley, was brought ‘to so sudden and un- 
timely an end. On this occasion we ear- 
nestly wish success, happiness and pros- 
perity to his successor, President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and his administration. 

‘*Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to 
indorse those who are laboring in the 
interest of a sound Catholic press, litera- 
ture and education, and that we urge 
our members to cordially support and 
protect the same.”

Raleigh Prisoners Make Daring At- 
tempt To Escape. 


TWICE SAWED THROUGH BARS 


After Being Caught They Mutinied, 
Threatening Sheriff, Who Quieted 
Them by Force. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 11.—(Special.) 
Under the leadership of a negro named 
Foster, under sentence of death for mur- 
der, the prisoners in the jail at Raleigh 
very nearly made their escape today. 

One side of the jail yard is separated 
from that of the postoffice only by a low 
iron fence, and negroes, getting over this 
fence, had taken saws, etc., to the negro 
jailbirds. 

Sunday, while making a great noise 
singing hymns to drown the noise made 
by their files, some of the negroes almost 
filed through the bars of a large cell. The 
next day this was discovered and the 
prisoners were moved out of this cell, 
While saws, etc., were taken from them. 

The search, however, was either not 
thorough or their outside friends convey- 
ed new ones, for nigtii before last the 
prisoners cut nearly through the bars 
between a cell and the one they had 
weakened. 

Upon discovery of this they were sepa- 
rated, but this required the aid of police 
and deputies. The prisoners, in fact, mu- 
tinied and threatened the sheriff, who 
struck down the head of the mutineers. 

Foster and four others are now shack- 
led. Hie escaped from the jail at Louis- 
burg and was recaptured and brought 
here for safe Keeping until the supreme 
court passes upon his appeal.

Two Officers and an Alleged 
Bunco Steerer Killed at 
Carnival in Houston. 


LATTER CLAIMED POLICE 
INJURED HIS BUSINESS 


When They Attempted His Arrest 
He Fired — Attorney Jailed, 
Police Alleging He Advised 
Use of Gun if Arrest 
Was Attempted. 


Houston, Tex., December 11.—This af- 
ternoon, when Officers J. C. James and 
Herman Youngst attempted to arrest an 
alleged bunco steerer, Sid Preacher, the 
latter opened fire with a shotgun. 

At the first fire he mortally wounded 
James, who fell. He they fired at Youngst, 
knocking him down, and was on top of 
him beating the officer when James 
raised himself from the gutter and fired 
three times, killing Preacher. 

James and Youngst died within the 
same moment. There is great excitement 
over the matter, as carnival week is in 
full blast and the town is crowded with 
people. 

Preacher was well known to the police 
and had been arrested frequently. ‘The 
police have been watching him closely 
during carnival week. 
on his shoulder he went to the police 
today and complained that they were in- 
terfering in his business. The police at- 
tempted to arrest him, when he opened 
fire on them. Several hundred people 
saw the duel. 

Tonight a warrant was sworn owt by 
the deputy chief of police for J.-B. Brock- 
man, Preacher’s attorney, charging him 
with murder, and he has been jailed. It 
is charged by the police that the at- 
torney advised Preacher to use a shot- 
gun in case any attempt was made to 
arrest him. 

Late in the afternoon a boy with two 
shotguns and a large number of buck- 
shot cartridges, which he said he was 
carrying to Brockman’s office, was ar- 
rested and the arms confiscated.

December 10.—(Special )—A 
weers’ course of instruc- 
tion in the state college of agri- 
culture i.nd mechanic arts at the 
university will be offcred to the 
furmers’ sons cf Georgia this winter. This 
course has been arranged especially for 
the benefit of farmers’ sors who cannot 
afford the time or money necessary for a 
tull college course of study, and vet de- 
sire to have some better preperation for 
their Mfe work than they can obtain on 
the farm. It will be given in the winter, 
when the farm work is leist pressing and 
time czn best be spared. There wiil be 
absolutely no tuition charged, and any 
one may enter over J5 years of age. The 
course will be educative, while at the 
same time seeking to impart valuable in- 
formation in the subjects studied. Few 
text-books will be used anc the cost of 
these will be as much reduced as possi- 
ble. Table’ board wit! be furnished at the 
new Denmark dining hall costing from 
$7.50 to $8 a month; elsewhere at 310 a 
month and upward. Roons in the old 
dormitory are free, while furnished rooms 
in the new ov.c will cost $1 a month. In 
the old dormitory the student will_ be 
cbiiged to furnish his own furniture. Stu- 
dents taking this course will be under the 
same ruies and reguiations as other stu- 
dents of the university and will have the 
same privileges. 

The course in 1902 begins Monday, January

Convicted of Manslaughter, Mrs.

Montgomery, Ala., December 11.—Gov- 
ernor Jelks today granted a parole to 
Mrs. Nannie Cheek, who was recently 
convicted in Henry county of killing 
Danzey, her divorced husband, 

She is a daughter of Joe Baker, one of 
the wealthiest citizens of southeast Ala 
bama, and married Danzey when she was 
12 years old. 

A divorce followed after two children 
were born. Then Mrs. Danzey married 
R. M. Cheek, of Georgia. . 

Sie returned to Alabama and attempt- 
ed to secure possession of her children, 
who had been placed in the custody of 
Danzey by the courts. Danzey remar- 
ried. In a three-cornered fight between 
Danzey, Mrs. Cheek and her brother, 
Danzey was killed and the brother in law 
was wounded. 

Mrs. Cheek, who is less than twenty 
years old, was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, upon conviction of man- 
slaughter. With her 3-moaths-old child 
she has been in the Henry county jail 
for several weeks. 

The parole was secured through the 
earnest efforts of Cheek, the husband, 
and Baker, the father. Executive clem- 
ency was recommended by the trial jury, 
the trial judge and the state’s attorney.

Boston’s Democratic Mayor. 

The election of General Pat Collins 
to the mayoralty of Boston by a rec- 
ord-breaking vote is gratifying news. 
The republican mayor, who was elect- 
ed two years ago, because General 
Collins did not “hustle,” aroused great 
opposition by raising the tax rate and 
increasing the public debt. Republi- 
cans have been known to do that be- 
fore.

Collins did not sit in his office in dig- 
nified silence, as he did two years 
ago, but went gunning for Mayor Hart, 
punctured his claims and exposed his

It will be my ambition to give the city 
the best and most progressive adminis- 
tration it has ever had, and to that I 
pledge my entire time, my highest ener-

The Boston Globe says “the un- 
blemished and distinguished life of 
the man behind this solemn pledge is 
its sufficient guarantee,” and the peo-

Australia and America. 

In Australia, as well as in this 
country, the government is securely 
grounded upon the fundamental prin- 
ciple of civil liberty, but just at this 
critical juncture in Australian, affairs 
the government is put in the contra- 
dictory attitude of enforcing the pol. 
icy of exclusion toward certain Asiatic 
immigrants whose presence in the 
country is not looked upon with fa- 
vor. 

However, this embarrassment is by 
no yneans new. to the experience of 
progressive democracies. In our own 
country we have found it necessary 
to resort to this same policy of exclu- 
sion in order to prevent the contan- 
inating influences of corrupt foreign 
immigration from impairing the birth- 
right of freedom bequeathed to us by 
our revolutionary forefathers for our- 
selves and for our children; and con- 
trary as it may seem to the spirit of 
our institutions to deny torany one 
the privileges and immunities which 
we ourselves enjoy under our repub- 
lican form of government, it is never- 
theless imperatively necessary to safe- 
guard our own interests and to insure 
our own protection. 

We are very much interested in the 
parallel which The Chicago Record- 
Herald has drawn between the similar 
experiences of Australia and this 
country with reference to the policy 
of exclusion. In discussing this mark- 
ed similarity the Chicago paper says: 

That two such inheritors and developers 
of the most liberal political theories and 
practices should be engaged upon such 
restrictive legislation is a curious his- 
torical fact, though it is by no means 
indicative of a serious disloyalty to prin- 
ciple. Both countries are confronted 
with peculiar conditions which they must 
meet according to the dictates of expe- 
diency, and both are doing so along much 
the same lines, while each in a measure 
vindicates the other. 

The move is, upon the whole, more as- 
tonishing in Australia than it is im the 
United States, because the former has 
so much more undeveloped territory. 
With an area about equa! to that of our 
continental possessions, exclusive of 
Alaska, the great island contairs a popu- 
lation of only 4,000,000. It is for the most 
part a vast wilderness, as this country

So strong are its 
advocates that the aliens bill, which is 
aimed at the Asiatics, has pasged poth 
houses of the federal parliament, and the 
futile fight to save the Kanakas has been 
confired principally to the sugar planters 
of Queensland. . 

Our experience has taught us that 
we have much to dread from the poi- 
son of corrupt foreign immigration 
and that just as we value the freedom 
of which we are so prone to boast, 
we should in this same measure bring 
to bear upon the admission of foreign- 
ers into’ this country every precau- 
tionary measure which is needed to 
keep the currents of our national life 
free from the taint of foreign pollu- 
tion. Every year the necessity for 
adopting even more stringent méas- 
ures in this respect is made apparent 
to every oge who has given the sub- 
ject any thought.

Immediately after court 
convened it was apparent to the judge, 
to the attorneys, to the spectators and 
to the men in the jury box, at least to 
eleven of them,*that one of the jurors 
was in all probability ‘‘incapacitated.” 
The juror was, it was an open picture, 
too ill to discharge the work intrusted 
to him. True he might have occupied his 
chair, but the argument would have in 
no way disturbed his pleasant reflections, 
possibly his dreams. In fact, it was more 
likely that snores from one of the chairs, 
had the occupant been given to snoring 
when dreaming,

moved to the jury room and directed that 
every attention in the way of sweet milk 
and other well-known remedics be sup- 
plied.

When read it 
showed that the jury had found for the 
plaintiff in the sum of $8,000. 

The jury was dismissed, the juror who 
had been absent from his chair during the 
day going away as freely as the eleven 
who had made the verdict. No word of 
censure came from Judge Newman.

Charged with Hauling Freight Through 
Streets of City. 


PRESIDENT SIMMONS TALKS 


He Says Venable Bros. Is Fighting 
the Company Because Crushed 
Rock Is Sold in City. 
Inspector Hunter Is 
Prosecutor. 


The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
has been called upon to appear in police 
court for an alleged violation of para- 
graph J of section 1351 of the city code, 
which prohibits street car companies 
from hauling freight through the city: 

The case was docketed against Presi- 
dent C. J. Simmons and is set for trial 


next Tuesday afternoon. 

A second case against the Transit com- 
‘peny was made at midnight last night by 
Policeman B. C. White aeting under in- 
structions from Police Captain Thomp- 


son. 

Policeman White reported that rock 
was being hauled across the viaduct on 
the tracks of the Transit company and 
he arrested W. O. McLesky, in charge 
of the car. 

President Simmons says the case is the 
outgrowth of a fight which Venable 
Brothers are making on the Rapid Tran- 
sit because the freight complained of is 
crushed rock, in which Venable Brothers 
deal. Venable Brothers pay a city Hcense 
ta do business of that kind tn the city 
and the street car company pays none, 
although it stands ready to do so now, 
so President Simmons states. 

Complaint was made before the city 
ceuncil at its last meeting against the 
Rapid Transit company hauling rock 
through the streets, ard the matter will 
be heard before a council committee this 
efternoon at 2 o'clock 

License Inspector Hunter in the mean- 
time took a hand, and it was he who 
made the case against President Simmons 
yesterday. 

President Simmons stated last night to 
a representative of The Constitution 
that his company did not know any city 
ordinance was being violated. 

President Simmons’ Statement. 

“We expected to appear before the 
ccuncil committee this afternoon,’ gaid 
President Simmons,.‘‘and let all sides be 
heard from. Wve have been hauling 
crushed rock into the city from our 
quarry, 4 miles from the eity on the river 
line, and we used some of the rock our- 
selves and sold it to customers.”’ 

Inspector Hunter says all he knows ‘s 
that a law has been violated and that 
he made the case on that ground. He 
States that Venable Brothers are paying 
a license and the street car company 
is not, and that under the circumstances 
Venable Brothers are being discriminated 
against.

House Can Straighten Mate 
by Passing the Senate 
~ Resolution, 


TEACHERS: AND SOLDIERS 
WILL SUFFER IF IT. FIL 


e 
Will Be Only $228,000 To Pay 
Teachers and Nothing for Indi- 
gent Widows—Pensions of 
Indigent Soldiers Will 
Also Be Cut. 


The house of representatives has one 
more chance to straighten out the state’s 
finances, and if it fails to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity the status of 
affairs for the next year at least will be 
unfortunate in the extreme and even 
pitiable. 

Twice has the house refused to pass 
the Blalock resolution providing for the 
payment of the interest on the bonded 
debt for 1902 out of ‘the public property 
fund, and there is an end of the matter 
so far as that resolution is concerned. 

But the senate has passed the resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Howell mak- 
ing the same provision ag that in the 
Blalock resolution. This resolution went 
through the senate by the almost unani- 
mous vote of those present, and the 
senate showed thereby that it was alive 
to the fact that the state’s financial con- 
dition is most deplorable, 

It is upon this senate resolution that re- 
liance is placed now to get the state out 
of the anomalous condition of having 
money in its treasury and yet being 
sunable to pay its debts. If that is to be 
done, the house must act at once. 

The Blalock resolution received 83 
votes, just 5 short of a constitutional ma- 
jority, the secohd time it came up. Since 
then it is understood several others have 
changed their views and will now voté 
for such a resolution. They. have been 
brought to realize the conditions that 
confront the state, and they have learned, 
too, in some instances, that the people 
of their counties demand the enactment 
of some legislation to relieve the situa- 
tion. : : 

What Failure Means. 

It has been stated several times in 
messages from the governor and. letters 
written by the state treasurer what the 
failure to pass some such legislation as 
this means, but the importance of it, 
according to those who have the matter 
in hand, cannot be too greatly stressed. 

In the first place the interest on the 
ponded debt above all other things must 
be paid. The civil establishment and 
the state institutions for the unfortu- 
nate must be kept up. After this is done 
there will remain only $228,000 to pay the 
school teachers next year, and this 
amount is not sufficient to pay them one 
month’s salary. There is $1,259,000 for 
the school fund in the treasury from all 
sources, and the state now owes the 
teachers for past services more than 
$1,030,000. It will be seen, therefore, that 
there will be little left to pay them 
for next vear’s services, and if nothing 
is done they will have to wait until 
December for nearly all of their pay. 

In the next place, the failure of this 
legislation means that there will be noth- 
ing whatever for the indigent widows, for 
whom the legislature endeavored to make 
provision at its last session. Applications 
from 1,300 of these widows have been ap- 
proved by the pension commissioner and 
it will require about $78,000 to pay them. 
They were paid nothing this year, and 
there is a ‘clamor now from all parts 
of the state fom the payment of these 
pensions which the state obligated itself 
to pay. yet which cannot be paid unless 
this provision is made. 

Finally. the indigent soldiers on the 
pension list will get pensions’ of only $50 
next year unless this legislation is passed. 
There is $362,500 appropriated for the pur- 
pose of paying them, of which an addi- 
tional appropriation of $62,500 was made 
by the house yesterday. But without 
the passage ef the Howell resolution 
there will be only $300,000 to distribute 
among more than 6,000 pensioners instead 
of 5,000 as heretofore, and the amount to 
go to each will have to be cut down by

Anticipating fiat the Bla- 
lock resolution might fail to receive the 
constitutional majority, lacking a few 
votes, on account of the absence of many 
members, Senator Howell introduced in 
the senate last Friday a resolution simi- 
lar to the Blalock resolution, and as 


‘Stated, it was passed by that body by 


an almost unanimous vote. 

This resolution was read the secona 
time in thre house last night and is geady 
to come up on its passage today. The 
house steering committee has fixed it for 
a special order this morning. 

The appropriations committee of the 
house in making a favorable report on 
the resolution did so with an amendment 
by Mr. Mardwick, of Washington, pro- 
viding that the governor should get an 
opinion from the supreme court as to the 
constitutionality of the action before 
paying out the money. This amendment 
will be acceptable to.all the friends of 
the resolution, and the general belief is 
that such favorable opinion will be se- 
cured, é 

With this amendment Messrs. Hard- 
wick, of Washington, and Mitchell, of 
Thomas, both of whom ve been op- 
ponents of the measure, will support it 
on the floor of the house today and will 
make speeches in its behalf. Others who 
voted against the measure will come to 
its support, as they have been brought 
to realize the seriousness of the situation 
that confronts the state. 

Governor Candler and Treasurer Park 
have been deeply worried over the mat- 
ter and are baging their whole hope of 
relief for the state upon the action of the 
house today. 

The resolution to be acted on originat- 
ed in the senate, but there is no question 
as to its legality on that score. Speaking 
of the resolution Attorney General Ter- 
rell said: * 

“Mr. Howell’s resolution does not con- 
tain an appropriation, but seeks only to 
direct the treasurer to use the money 
arising from the sale of public property 
to pay the interest on the bonded debt 
for 1902. The appropriation for the pay- 
ment of interest has already been made, 
and this resolution simply seeks to point 
out the fund from which the money shall 
be taken. There cannot be any question 
whatever about the propriety of such a 
resolution originating in.the senate.”’

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, December 1|1.—The usual year- 
end activity of the money markets of the 
world was the feature In today’s stock market, 
to the exclusion of almost every other con- 
sideration. The darkening prospect of the 
money outlook was more perceptible in New 
York than in other markets, and this was part- 
ly due to the fact that New York was called 
upon for relief of other money markets, En- 
gagements were made of gold for shipment to 
Berlin of $500,000 announced and as much 
more rumored, the reported shipper declining 
to confirm the report, and of over $100,000 in 
French coin to Paris, Deposits at the sub- 
treasury were made for transfer to Chicago of 
$650,000 and to New Orleans of $150,000. 
Thsi depletion of nearly $2,000,000 in cash 
was offset by a payment from the subtreasury 
of $1,549,141 in redemption of United States 
bonds. But this was not sufficient to prevent 
a late flurry in the call money market again, 
when belated borrowers sought to cover their 
needs, which ran the rate up to IO per cent. 
The subtreasury has already taken from the 
market over $4,000,000 before today’s opera- 
tions, including deposits for transfer to the 
interior. The hope that the higher money rates 
here would attract prompt remittances from the 
interior is not sufficient to overcome anxiety, 
in face of these officially reported transefers 
to the interior, It was reported today that 
Chicoga banks had jJoaned some money on call 
on the stock exchange, but this operation pre- 
sumably involves the drawing upon a New York 
correspondent, and is therefore an unsettling 
influence in the local money market. The 
course of the loan account of New York banks 
is beyond prevision in advance of the weekly 
bank statement, but last week's unexpected In- 
crease in loans keeps sentiment uneasy, Aas 
variot® syndicate operations remain to be pro- 
vided for, Bellef in the purchase of the Po- 
cahontas Coal Company by Norfclk and West- 
ern continues prevalent in Wall street, in spite 
of lack of official confirmation which would 
involve large lcan operations. The sharp de- 
cline in Norfolk and Western was connected 
with this belief. What loan operations may 
be involved in providing for the payment of 
$8,000,000 Standard Oi! dividend on next Mon- 
dav ts not known, but the fact is patent that 
the °-redits available in the New York money 
market are undergoing construction and flurries 
in the money market of frequenf recurrence are 
looked for until the end of the year. There 
Was some appearance of nursing the market on 
the part of insiders here and there, so as to 
suffer as little damage as possible from the in- 
evitame MPyuidation. The comparative firmness 
and resiliency of Amalgamated Copper was an 
effective aid in this purpose. The dealings in 
that stock again overshadowed the whole mar- 
ket, the price rising to 72% and falling again 
to 68%, closing with a net gain of %. There 
was a midday rally, when the redemption cf 
a large block of government bonds was an- 
nounced, which carried many stocks above yes- 
terday’s level, Lackawanna rising 4% and Del- 
aWare and Hudson, New York Central and Su- 
kar about a point. Prices generally fell back 
to the lowest in the late selling movement and 
closed not much better.

Advertiser’s Financial 
Cable. 


New York, December |].—The Commercial 
Advertiser’s London financial cablegram says: 
Lord Kitchener's South Africa successes helped 
the general tone of the stock market toddy, 
but American shares were still erratic. -The 
professional contingent is holding off, and in 
the meantime prices moved within narrow 
limits. Quotations at the opening -were a 
shade above parity, dipped on New York 
weakness and partially rallied on the curb. 
Atchison, Unior Pacific and Southern Pacific 
were the strongest features, The general con- 
tangos opened at 5% and closed at 4%. On 
St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville, and Ches- 
apeake and Ohio the contango was 2‘. Rio 
Tintos sold at 42% and Copper at £54 per 
ton, cash and futures. 

The market is still inclined to the belief that 
the Rothschilds are making terms for a reduc- 
tion of the output, the members of the firm 
are as close as oysters when questioned.
